Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP^ provides weekly 
production estimates of U.S. coal by State, as well as 
suj>plementary data which are published twice a 
month. Supplement 1 includes monthly statistics on 
U.S. coal production and aggregated annual historical 
^ta on coal supply and demand, consumption, stocks, 
imports, and exports. Supplement 2 contains monthly 
data covering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, 
and receipts; and coal imports and exports. 

This publication is prepared by the Coal Division; Of- 
fice of Coal, Nuclear, Electric and Alternate Fuels; 
Energy Information Administration (EIA) to f ulfill its 
data collection and dissemination responsibilities as 


specified in the Federal Energy Administration Act of 
1974 (P.L. 93-275) as amended. Weekly Coal Production 
is intended for use by industry, press. State and local 
governments, and consumers. Other publications that 
may be of interest are the quarterly Coal Distribution 
Report, the Quarterly Coal Report, Coal Production 
1986, and Coal Data: A Reference.

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended April 23, 1988, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administra- 
tion, totaled 17.8 milli on short tons (bituminous coal 
and lignite, 17.7 million short tons; Pennsylvania 
anthracite, .08 million short tons). This was 2.5 percent 
lower than production in the previous week, and was 
10.1 percent higher than production in the correspond- 
ing week of 1987. 


The 85.0 milli on diort tons produced in March 1988 
represents an all-time record for the month, surpassing 
the 83.9 millio n short tons produced in March 1982. 
First quarter 1988 coal production was 7.4 percent 
higher than the amount produced during the first quar- 
ter of 1987. More than half of the increase was firom 
Wyoming and Montana.

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Some of the Montana increase is due to growth in coal 
contracts encouraged by actions of the Montana State 
Legislature to allow coal severance tax reductions if 
32.2 million short tons of coal are produced between 
July 1, 1987, and June 30, 1988. A shortfall in hydro- 
electric generation due to continued drought condi- 
tions in western, midwestem, and southeastern States; 
recent increases in spot market sales; and lower rail 
shipment rates also led to increased production of Pow- 


der River Basin coals in Montana and Wyoming during 
the first quarter of 1988. 

The consumption, imports, exports, and stocks data for 
1987 reported in Tables 4 through 14 are final and may 
include revisions.
